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PREFACE 

This  meagre  attempt  at  describing  accurately  a  genealogy  or  fam¬ 
ily  history  of  the  Morton  family  has  taken  a  great  deal  more  of  time 
and  effort  in  compiling  than  the  number  of  pages  contained  herein 
would  indicate.  It  has  been  a  steadily  growing  project  which  at 
this  edition  has  reached  the  age  of  15  years  of  spare-time  eifort. 
It  is  a  joyful  project  at  times,  and  always  fascinating.  It  has  been 
diflacult  sometimes  to  put  into  form  some  things  v/hich  of  right  belong 
here,  and  again  some  things  which  might  unwittingly  hurt  someone 
else’s  feelings.  However,  we  all  live  but  one  life — and  we  live  that 
one  in  a  typical  fashion.  There  is  some  good  and  some  bad  in  every¬ 
one  of  us,  being  all  mortals.  A  few  of  us  are  outstanding  for  our 
good  deeds,  and  a  few  of  us  are  oustanding  for  our  bad  deeds. 
The  Good  Lord  knows  there  are  plenty  of  black  sheep  scat- 
lerd  amongst  us,  and  the  Mortons — not  only  our  fcnnily — but  any  of 
them — anywhere  in  the  world  have  their  share.  But  who  amongst  us 
dares  to  shout,  “I  am  more  holy  than  thou”?  Who  has  the  right  to 
judge  his  fellowman  and  proclaim  his  judgment  the  only  correct  one  ? 
Therefore,  the  philosophy  I  have  tried  to  follow  is  based  on  the  prin¬ 
ciple  of  praise  for  the  good  in  folks  as  I  have  been  able  to  glean  it 
from  the  many  sources  of  information  available  to  me. 

There  are  many  details  of  information  I  have  been  unable  to  pro¬ 
cure.  You,  kind  reader,  may  have  some  thought  or  suggestion  that 
should  by  right  to  the  rest  of  us  belong  in  here.  Remember,  I  am 
young  and  just  at  the  beginning  of  this  work;  and  in  case  you  disa¬ 
gree  with  me  or  know  definitely  of  any  facts  which  would  refute  or 
confirm  any  of  the  statements  in  this  little  booklet,  I  should  be  very 
glad  to  hear  from  you. 

A  word  of  explanation  perhaps  will  assist  the  reader  to  under¬ 
stand  the  system  of  organization  and  presentation  of  this  material. 
In  the  table  of  contents  will  be  found  a  complete  outline  of  the  family 
as  I  wish  to  present  it.  You  will  observe  that  each  family  name  bears 
a  characteristic  letter  of  the  alphabet,  and  each  name  has  that  letter 
and  a  number  which  indicates  how  many  generations  are  known,  also 
whether  the  person  is  the  first  born,  second,  etc.,  in  his  family.  The 
last  figure  in  each  number  designates  whether  the  person  named  is 
the  first,  second,  third,  etc.  child.  The  next-to-the-last  figure  indi¬ 
cates  the  same  thing  of  the  child’s  father  and  so  on.  You  will  also 
observe  other  family  names  and  genealogies,  namely,  the  Kelly, 
Thomas,  Goddard.  Sanderson,  and  Squires  genealogies — all  of  which 
are  related  directly  to  the  Morton  genealogy  and  which  have  been 
developed  as  well  as  possible.  I  shall  be  glad  to  receive  any  others 
that  should  be  mentioned — and  there  are  a  number  of  them  that 
should  be  in  here,  which  I  have  as  yet  been  unable  to  procure. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  and 
thanks  to  all  of  you  dear  people  who  have  assisted  me  so  far  in  this 
work.  You,  my  reader,  are  one  of  them,  for  only  to  those  who  have 
helped  me  build  are  these  compilations  bestowed.  I  should  like  to  list 
each  of  you  separately  here,  but  space  will  not  permit  it.  In  a  later 
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edition  proper  acknowledgment  can  be  meted  out  to  each  and  every 
one  of  you  in  this  part  of  the  work.  However,  you  will  recognize 
your  little  contribution  upon  approaching  it  in  print,  I  am  sure.

CHAPTER  I 

THE  THOMAS  MORTON  GENEALOGY 

I  am  unable  to  trace  the  Mortons  back  any  farther  than  the  four 
brothers,  Thomas,  Lewis  W.  P.,  William  W.  P.,  and  James  Morton,  most 
of  whom  were  born  in  Spencer  county,  Indiana,  from  about  1813  to 
1825.  Their  mother’s  name  was  Ruth  Morton;  she  died  March  21, 
1873,  and  lived  with  Aunt  Mary  Sadler  for  some  time,  I  believe.  I  do 
not  know  their  father’s  name  nor  where  he  came  from,  although  I 
have  heard  several  times  from  old-timers  he  came  from  Pennsyl¬ 
vania.  In  that  case  he  is  possibly  a  descendant  or  relative  of 
John  Morton  of  Pennsylvania,  who  was  a  signer  of  the  Decla¬ 
ration  of  Independence.  Some  of  the  older  folks  also  claim  that 
we  are  related  to  William  Thomas  Green  Morton,  who  is  accredited 
with  the  discovery  of  anesthesia — one  of  the  greatest  scientific 
achievements  of  the  age.  These  things  are  hard  to  prove,  as  the 
court  house  in  Spencer  county,  Indiana,  burned  to  the  ground  com¬ 
pletely  a  few  years  ago  and  with  it  all  the  old  records,  leaving  us  up 
against  a  stone  wall  there;  and  until  I  can  discover  the  name  of  the 
father  of  the  above-named  brothers  and  where  he  came  from,  I  am 
at  a  temporary  standstill. 

The  Mortons  came  originally  from  Scotland.  There  are  many 
ideas  on  how  they  arrived  in  this  country,  none  of  which  I  have  ever 
found  any  proof  for.  The  present  Mortons  of  the  Morton-McDonald- 
Lockhart  lineage  of  Wyndham,  Carmichael  Anstrather,  Scotland, 
trace  their  ancestry  clearly  and  definitely  to  Mary,  Queen  of  Scots. 
But  to  even  connect  our  family  with  our  forefathers  who  came  to 
America  from  Scotland  seems  very  near  impossible,  although  time 
alone  can  assure  me  of  that. 

For  the  following  information  on  Thomas  Morton,  I  am  indebted 
to  my  grandmother,  Mrs.  Angeline  A.  Morton. 

SECTION  A-1 

1813— THOMAS  MORTON  (A-1)— 1896 

Thomas  Morton  was  born  August  7,  1813,  in  Spencer  county,  In¬ 
diana.  Mrs.  A.  A.  Morton  (E-143),  his  daughter-in-law,  informed  me 
very  impressively  that  in  his  youth  Thomas  Morton  "was  a  boyhood  pal 
of  Abraham  Lincoln,  when  he  lived  in  Spencer  county.  She  left  many 
thoughts  with  me  that  I  shall  never  publish  unless  I  can  prove  that 
they  were  at  least  boyhood  acquaintances.  I  wrote  to  Dr.  Fortune  of 
Indianapolis,  Indiana,  a  biographer  of  Lincoln,  who  informed  me  that 
this  was  very  probable,  yet  could  never  be  verified  as  the  old  court¬ 
house  containing  these  records  had  been  destroyed  by  fire  a  number 
of  years  ago. 

He  married  Susan  Kelly  (E-lOb)  in  1833  in  Indiana.  They  moved 
to  Danville,  Vermillion  county,  Illinois,  shortly  after  they  were  mar¬ 
ried.  Their  tw'o  eldest  children  were  bom  here.  In  about  1833  they 
moved  to  Monroe,  then  in  the  territory  of  Wisconsin.  Here  two  sets 
of  twins  were  born  to  them.  The  first  set  w'ere  two  boys,  one  of 
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which  died  at  birth;  the  other  was  Chas.  Kelly  (A-13).  The  second 
set  were  Cornelius  and  Cordelia,  born  in  February,  1842,  short 'y  after 
which  Susan  Kelly  Morton  died  of  childbirth  and  was  buried  in  one 
corner  of  the  farm  on  account  of  the  heavy  snow  that  blocked  all 
traffic. 

In  1844  he  married  Frances  A.  Bro-cvTi  (C-1)  of  Green  county,  Wis¬ 
consin.  To  them  were  born  the  following  children — Sanford  B.,  Sarah 
,  C.,  Mary  C.,  Thomas  J.,  John  F.,  and  Stephen  A.  Douglas  Morton.  In 
1867  Thomas  Morton,  Sr.,  moved  from  his  farm  near  Monroe,  Wiscon¬ 
sin,  to  Hazelton,  Iowa,  where  he  spent  the  rest  of  his  life.  He  was 
a  member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  church  for  nearly  sixty  years 
and  was  an  active  worker  in  his  Master’s  vineyard  until  ill  health  anri 
old  age  deprived  him  of  the  privileges  he  so  much  enjoyed.  He  had 
been  a  sufferer  for  thirteen  years  from  some  brain  trouble.  The  Im¬ 
mediate  cause  of  his  death  was  a  stroke  of  paralysis,  after  which  he 
lived  two  days  but  never  r*^gained  consciousness.  He  passed  av/ay  at 
his  home  in  Hazelton  on  Wednesday,  June  3,  1896.  He  was  buried 
from  the  Methodist  church  by  Rev.  P.  J.  Leonard  and  was  laid  away 
in  the  Hazelton  cemetery.  His  wife  died  at  Hazelton  September  17, 
1899,  and  Vvms  buried  by  the  same  minister  beside  her  husband. 

Children  of  Thomas  IMorton  and  Susan  Kelly  were;  Christopher 
Columbus  (A-11),  born  November  25,  1835;  W’illiam  Milton  (A-12), 
born  April  25,  1837;  Charles  Kelly  (A-13),  born  October  12  1839; 
Cordelia  (A-14)  and  Cornelius  (A-15),  both  born  Februar3'’  14,  1842. 

Children  of  Thomas  Morton  and  Frances  Brovvm  were:  Sanford  B. 
(A-16),  died  in  infancjy  Sarah  Catherine  (A-17),  born  November  16, 
1846;  Mary  Charlotte  (A-IS),  born  November  9,  1848;  Thomas  James 
(A-19),  born  April  4,  1852;  John  Fletcher  (A-lOa),  born  June  28, 
1854;  and  Stephen  A.  Douglas  (A-lOb),  bom  October  18,  1860. 

SECTION  A-2 

For  the  following  information  I  am  indebted  to  Fred  Morton,  son 
of  L.  W.  P. 

1821— LEWIS  W.  P.  MORTON  (A-2)— 1890 

Lewis  W.  P.  Morton  w'as  born  June  23,  1821,  in  Spencer  county, 
Indiana.  He  married  Sarah  Boylee  (bora  in  Virginia  May  4,  1826, 
and  died  at  Albanj',  VvTsconsin,  on  August  23,  1895)  on  November  7, 
1847,  at  Monroe,  Wisconsin.  He  was  a  farmer  by  occupation.  He 
died  at  Albany,  Wisconsin,  on  February  20,  1890.  To  them  were 
born  the  following;  Rue}'’  (A-21),  born  May  IS,  1849;  Isabelle  (A-22), 
born  July  30,  1850;  William  (A-23),  born  May  9,  1852;  Imogene 
(A-24),  born  Nov.  7,  1857;  Volney  (A-25),  born  November  22,  1859; 
Wallace  (A-26),  born  October  9,  1861;  Frankie  (A-27),  born  March 
24,  1865;  and  Fred  (A-28),  born  November  9,  1870. 

Frankie  is  farming  the  old  homestead  near  Monroe.  Volnej'  lives 
at  Monroe,  and  Fred  at  Albany,  Wisconsin.  All  the  other  children 
have  passed  beyond.

1808— MORDECAI  KELLY  (B-18)— 1891 

Mordecai  Kelly  was  bom  on  April  21,  1808,  in  Pike  county,  Ohio. 
He  was  a  pioneer,  moving  from  Indiana  to  Wisconsin  in  1835  in  a 
“prairie  schooner’’  and  two  yoke  of  oxen.  He  entered  land  (a  quarter 
section)  from  the  U.  S.  government  at  $1,25  per  acre.  This  old  home¬ 
stead  is  still  owned  by  Alfred  Kelly,  the  youngest  of  the  family. 
Mordecai  Kelly  married  Catherine  Yeazel  (born  August  24,  1812,  and 
died  May  9,  1886).  He  died  at  Monroe,  Wisconsin,  on  October  IS, 
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1891.  They  had  the  following  children:  (B-181)  Amy  (Kelly)  Morton 
(bom  May  31,  1829,  and  died  November  7,  1921);  (B-182)  Sophia 
(Kelly)  Morton  (born  October  24,  1831,  and  died  April  6,  1919); 
(B-183)  Samuel  Kelly  (born  May  10,  1834,  and  died  May  1,  1892); 
(B-184)  Absalom  Kelly  (born  March  7,  1839,.  now  living  at  Garner, 
Iowa);  (B-185)  James  Kelly  (torn  August  24,  1841,  and  died  May  9, 
1860);  (B-186)  Mordecai  Kelly,  Jr.,  (born  September  16,  1844,  and 
died  May  16,  1892);  (B-187)  Alfred  Kelly  (bom  January  2,  1849,  now 
living  at  Monroe,  Wisconsin);  (B-1S8)  Elizabeth  (Kelly)  Blain  (born 
November  9,  1851,  and  died  April  13,  1925). 

1839— ABSALOM  KELLY  (B-1S4)— 

Absalom  Kelly,  known  to  us  all  as  Uncle  “Ab,”  w'as  born  in  Mon¬ 
roe,  Wisconsin,  on  March  7,  1839.  He  and  his  brother,  Samuel, 
went  across  the  plains  in  1863  to  Sa.cramentc,  California,  in  company 
with  Cornelius  ^Morton  (A-15)  in  search  for  gold.  He  remained  in 
California  over  a  year,  returning  by  w’ay  of  Panama  and  New  York 
City.  He  was  initiated  into  the  Masonic  lodge  at  Winslow',  Illinois, 
September  11,  1875,  raised  to  Master  Mason  November  6,  1875,  and 
has  taken  all  the  degrees  to  and  including  the  Shrine.  He  had  been 
a  Mason  of  good  standing  fifty-four  years.  In  1925  he  celebrated  the 
50th  anniversary  of  membership  and  was  honored  by  the  presentation 
of  the  bronze  button  for  fifty  years’  membership,  which  he  now  wears 
in  the  left  coat  lapel.  Uncle  Ab  is  a  farmer  at  Garner,  Iowa.  He 
has  attended  the  golden  w’edding  anniversary  of  one  of  his  daugh¬ 
ters.  He  was  married  in  Monroe,  Wisconsin,  on  July  25,  1861,  to 
Martha  Ann  Ranshaw.  To  them  were  born  the  following  children: 
(B-1841)  Amy  Catherine  (bora  February  28,  1862,  and  married  Peter 
Gilbert);  (B-1842)  James  Alfred  (born  November  6,  1866,  and  died 
June  22,  1884);  (B-1843)  Ida  Alice  (bora  May  3,  1869,  married  Jo¬ 
seph  Lawhorn);  (B-1844)  Absalom  Monroe  (born  May  7,  1873,  mar¬ 
ried  Julia  Caroline  Barth.

Susan  Kelly,  daughter  of  James  Kelly  (B-1)  and  Rose  Keiser, 
married  Thomas  Morton  (A-1)  in  1833.

M.  (born  April  25, 
1837);  Charles  Kelly  and  a  twin  brother  that  died  at  birth  (born 
October  12,  1839);  and  Cordelia  and  Cornelius  (twins,  born  February 
14,  1842).  Susan  Kelly  Morton,  died  of  childbirth  in  1842  and  was 
buried  in  one  comer  of  the  farm  on  which  they  lived,  due  to  deep 
snow  that  stopped  all  traffic.

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CHAPTER  III 

THE  WILLIAM  M.  MORTON  LINEAGE 

For  the  following  material  I  am  principally  indebted  to  Mrs.  A.  A. 
Morton.  However,  each  member  of  this  group  did  his  bit  to  round 
this  chapter  out  quite  completely. 

SECTION  A-12 

1837— WILLI AI.I  M.  MORTON  (A-12)— 1898 

William  Milton  Morton  was  born  April  25,  1837,  in  Danville,  Ver¬ 
million  county,  Illinois;  early  moving  wath  his  parents  to  Monroe, 
then  in  the  territon.^  of  Wisconsin.  He  married  Angeline  A.  Thomas 
(E-143)  born  August  31,  1810,  in  Battle  Creek,  Michigan,  and  died 
Jime  4,  1917,  at  Malta,  Montana)  on  December  22,  1861,  in  Green 
county,  Wisconsin. 

On  August  13,  1862,  he  enlisted  a.s  a  private  of  Co.  F  Slst  Reg. 
Wisconsin  Vol.Inf.  and  I  shall  quote  word  for  word  from  his  honora¬ 
ble  discharge  papers  his  military  record: 

“To  whom  it  may  concern — knov/  ye  that  Corporal  William  M. 
Morton  enlisted  from  Green  county,  Wisconsin,  August  13,  1862,  and 
mustered  into  United  States  service  at  Prairie  du  Chien,  Wisconsin 
October  9,  1862,  as  a  private  of  Company  F  Slst  Regiment  Wisconsin 
Volunteer  Infantry  under  Captain  C.  W.  Burns  and  Colonel  Isaac  E. 
Messmore  to  serve  three  years  or  during  the  w'ar.  The  regiment  was 
assigned  to  1  Brig  3  Div  16  and  later  20  Corps  Armies  of  the  Tennes¬ 
see  and  Cumberland  and  w'as  engaged  in  the  following  battles:  Peach 
Tree  Creek,  Louisiana,  July  19-22,  1864,  Siege  of  Atlanta,  Georgia, 
July  23-Sept  2,  1864,  Harrison’s  Plantation  or  Ford  Wood,  Georgia, 
December  9,  1864.  Siege  of  Savannah,  Georgia,  December  10-24,  1864, 
Salkohatchei  Swnmp,  South  Carolina,  March  1,  1S65,  Averasboro, 
North  Carolina,  March  16,  1865,  Eentonville,  North  Carolina,  March 
18-21,  1865,  Marched  with  Sherman  to  the  Sea  and  through  the  Caro- 
linas.  Participated  in  the  Grand  Review  at  Washington,  D.  C.,  May 
24,  1865.  Promoted  to  corporal.  Capured  at  Averasboro,  North  Car¬ 
olina,  but  succeeded  in  escaping.  Honorably  discharged  June  20, 
1865,  at  Louisville,  Kentucky  close  of  war.” 

He  immediately  migrated  to  Fort  Atkinson,  low'a,  with  his  wife 
and  one  child,  where  he  conducted  a  farm.  In  1868  he  moved  to 
Calmar,  low'a,  where  he  acted  as  landlord  of  a  hotel  and  later  con¬ 
ducted  a  lumberyard  until  1876.  From  1876  to  1880  he  engaged  in 
the  hardware  business  in  Sumner  and  Lawier,  low'a.  During  this 
time  he  held  a  commission  from  Governor  John  H.  Gear  as  second 
lieutenant.  Battery  A,  1st  Regiment  light  artillery,  low'a  National 
Guards.  In  1880  he  built  and  superintended  a  line  of  warehouses  and 
lumberyards  through  South  Dakota,  with  headquarters  at  Parker, 
South  Dakota.  During  this  time  he  accumulated  considerable  land 
In  Hyde  county.  South  Dakota,  and  in  1883  moved  upon  this  land, 
remaining  until  the  spring  of  1888,  when  he  moved  temporarily  to 
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Minneapolis,  Minnesota,  and  in  the  fall  of  the  same  year  to  Cart¬ 
wright,  Wisconsin,  where  he  scaled  for  a  sawmill,  coming  to  Ells¬ 
worth,  Wisconsin,  in  1891,  where  he  was  engaged  in  the  lumber  and 
grain  trade  until  his  death  which  occured  at  11:15  p.  m.  on  October 
10,  1898,  of  complications  resulting  from  an  operation  for  gravel  of 
the  bladder.  He  was  buried  in  the  family  lot  in  Maple  Grove  cem¬ 
etery  at  Ellsworth.  He  was  a  member  of  A.  O,  U.  W.  of  Parker, 
South  Dakota. 

His  death  ended  tw'O  years  of  excruciating  pain  and  suifering. 
To  a  man  of  exceptional  health  and  vitality,  to  whom  sickness  was 
next  to  unknov/n  prior  to  two  years  before  he  died,  his  suffering 
seemed  manifold;  and  death  was  the  relief  for  w’hich  he  longed.  Kis 
fine  sense  of  duty  and  sterling  integrity  won  innumerable  friends 
wherever  his  lot  was  cast.  One  of  those  exceptional  men  while  pos¬ 
sessing  strong  wall  power  and  acute  reasoning  powers  made  no  ene¬ 
mies.  Both  as  a  soldier  and  a  citizen  hi'='  life  was  fearless  and  stain¬ 
less;  he  had  a  talent  for  friendship  that  amounted  to  genius. 
Throughout  his  life  of  62  years  no  one  who  ever  knew  him  would 
ever  say  he  was  other  than  one  of  God’s  noblemen.

For  the  following  information  I  am  indebted  to  Mrs.  Angeline  A. 
Morton,  to  w'hom  this  work  is  dedicated.  May  the  peace  which 
passeth  all  understanding  bless  her  and  keep  her  forever  in  all  of 
our  hearts. 

1792— JOSIAH  GODDARD  (D-1)— 1883 

Josiah  Goddard,  the  fifth  child  of  Gardner  and  Sophia  (Rice) 
Goddard  of  East  Boylston,  Massachusetts,  w'as  born  April  5,  1792,  in 
East  Boylston,  Massachusetts,  where  he  resided  until  his  17th  year, 
when  he  w^ent  to  Boston.  He  remained  there  until  about  20  years  of 
age,  at  which  time  the  ominous  forebodings  of  the  War  of  1812  be- 
tw’een  the  United  States  and  England  induced  him  to  enlist  in  his 
country’s  sendee,  where  he  remained  a  brave,  faithful,  and  patriotic 
soldier  until  mustered  out  at  the  close  of  the  w'ar. 

Besides  other  engagements  of  lesser  note,  he  took  an  active  part 
in  the  hotly  contested  battle  of  Chippewa  and  Lundy’s  Lane  July, 
1814,  under  General  Brown,  assisted  by  Generals  (then  Colonels) 
Scott  and  Ripley.  He  was  one  of  the  “immortals”  who  under  the 
lead  of  Colonel  Miller  charged  and  captured  the  British  batteries  at 
Lundy’s  Lane.  In  the  following  September  he  engaged  in  the  land 
and  naval  battle  of  Plattsburg  on  Lake  Champlain  under  General 
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McComb  and  Commodore  McDonough.  After  a  desperate  and  bloody 
contest  of  two  hours,  the  whole  British  squadron  surrendered  and  the 
land  forces  made  a  precipitate  retreat  back  to  Canada.  For  his 
services  in  the  War  of  1812,  Mr.  Goddard  received  a  pension  from 
the  government. 

While  in  the  service  he  made  the  acquaintance  of  Miss  Hannah 
Harris,  in  the  city  of  Detroit,  Michigan,  to  whom  he  was  married 
October  14,  1814,  before  he  was  mustered  out.  They  were  married 
by  Rev.  Robert  Abbott,  brother  of  the  first  postmaster  of  Detroit. 

After  an  honorable  discharge  Mr.  Goddard  with  his  young  bride 
commenced  housekeeping  in  1816,  in  the  town  of  Kirkland,  Ohio, 
where  they  remained  about  one  year  and  moved  to  Detroit.  From 
Detroit  they  moved  to  Oakland  county,  same  state,  and  then  back 
to  Detroit. 

In  the  autumn  of  1831  Mr.  Goddard  became  the  third  settler  in  the 
vicinity  of  Battle  Creek,  Michigan,  having  located  on  Goguac  prairie 
w'here  he  resided  a  few  years  and  then  settled  on  the  farm  on  Goguac 
lake,  later  knowm  as  the  Jennings  farm.  He  built  the  first  frame 
building  in  what  is  now  the  city  of  Battle  Creek,  hauling  the  lumber 
by  ox  team  from  Detroit.  It  is  said  his  son,  S.  Calhoun  Goddard,  was 
the  first  w^hite  child  born  in  Calhoun  county.  In  the  fall  of  1847  they 
moved  near  Rockford,  Ill.,  but  the  following  spring  moved  to  New  Al¬ 
bany,  Green  county,  Wisconsin;  and  in  October,  1849,  they  moved  to 
Fort  Atkinson,  Winneshiek  county,  Iowa.  They  remained  in  the 
Fort  until  the  following  August,  when  Mr.  Goddard  bought  a  land 
claim  of  Mr.  Olmstead,  the  post  trader,  and  moved  out  to  the  “post” 
where  they  spent  the  rest  of  their  lives;  and  where  many  an  emigrant 
to  regions  beyond  at  nightfall  weary,  and  hungry,  enjoyed  a 
warm  supper  and  a  glowing  cheerful  fire  in  an  old-fashioned  fireplace 
In  the  cluster  of  log  cabins  of  “Goddardville.” 

Mr.  Goddard  was  the  organizing  sheriff  of  Winnesheik  county, 
Iowa,  and  received  his  appointment  from  James  Grant,  judge  of 
second  judicial  district.  He  divided  it  into  the  following  precincts — - 
No.  1  embraces  townships  of  Calmar,  Sumner,  Jackson,  and  Wa-sh- 
ington;  No.  2  embraces  Pleasant,  Canoe,  Bluff  ton,  Orleans,  Lincoln, 
Madison,  Decorah,  and  Glenwood;  No.  3  Springfield,  Military,  Frank- 
ville,  and  Bloomfield  townships.  He  set  August  5,  1850,  as  the  date 
of  the  first  special  elections  of  the  county. 

For  nearly  a  half  century,  Mr.  Goddard  was  a  mem.ber  of  the 
Masonic  fraternity  and  took  a  deep  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the 
order.  Coming  as  he  did  from  Revolutionary  stock — his  father  hav¬ 
ing  been  a  soldier  in  the  Revolution — and  having  himseif  served  in 
the  War  of  1812,  he  was,  to  quote  the  language  of  one  of  the  lov/a 
papers  at  the  time  of  his  death,  “of  the  most  thorough  American 
type.”  He  enjoyed  a  personal  acquaintance  with  General  Grant  and 
cast  his  vote  for  President  Hayes  in  1876. 

For  several  years  before  his  death,  he  was  blind,  but  retained  all 
his  other  faculties  until  the  very  close  of  his  long  career,  taking  the 
utmost  pleasure  in  discussing  the  leading  questions  of  the  day,  wheth¬ 
er  relating  to  politics  or  any  other  subject. 

Mr.  Goddard’s  family  were  noted  for  their  longevity,  as  of  eleven 
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children,  all  reached  the  mature  age  of  from  80  to  93  years.  At  the 
time  of  his  death  which  occurred  April  20,  1883,  at  his  residence,  2 
miles  southwest  of  Fort  Atkinson,  Iowa,  he  had  one  sister  aged  80 
living  at  Templeton,  Massachusetts,  and  the  other  at  87  years  living  at 
Southboro,  in  the  same  state.  By  his  neighbors  and  fellow  citizens, 
among  whom  he  had  lived  many  years,  he  was  highly  esteemed  and 
respected  for  his  integrity  and  uprightness,  and  kindly  impulse  of  a 
generous  nature.  He  was  a  man  of  large  intelligence  and  striking 
originality  of  character  which,  with  the  noble  and  generous  traits  uni¬ 
formly  manifest  in  his  intercourse  with  society  and  the  spirit  of  en- 
terprize  which  characterized  the  more  active  period  of  his  life,  caused 
him  to  be  a  conspicuous  figure  in  the  early  annals  of  Battle  Creek, 
Michigan,  and  Fort  Atkinson,  Iowa.  “He  was  esteemed  for  his  man¬ 
liness,  his  generous,  confiding  nature,  his  patriotic  spirit,  his  obliging 
kindness  as  a  neighbor  and  those  qualities  which  served  to  distin¬ 
guish  ^±ie  earliest  generations  of  men  in  our  republic.  For  thirty-five 
years,  he  was  a  resident  of  Michigan,  and  w'as  one  of  the  men  who 
deserve  a  lasting  place  in  the  memory  of  her  citizens,  both  for  his 
public  service  and  personal  worth,”  says  a  clipping  from  a  Michigan 
paper. 

Hannah  Goddard  died  near  Fort  Atkinson  on  Thursday,  February 
12,  1891.

She  was  a  typical  pioneer 
woman,  never  losing  her  courage  and  fine  sense  of  humor  under  any  cir¬ 
cumstances.  Never  did  she  forget  her  children  or  grandchildren,  nor 
could  she  see  any  faults  whatsoever  in  any  of  them.  She  was  of  that 
group  of  pioneers  who  could  “walk  with  kings  nor  lose  the  common 
touch.”  Any  one  of  her  descendants  will  always  remember  her  as 
one  of  the  most  delightful  women  they  have  ever  known.  She  kept 
all  these  records  I  am  reproducing  here,  and  it  was  her  wish  that  they 
should  be  preserved. 

They  moved  from  Green  county,  Wisconsin,  to  Iowa  in  1865,  living 
at  Fort  Atkinson,  Calmar,  Sumner,  and  Lawler.  In  1880  they  moved 
to  Hyde  county.  South  Dakota,  and  in  1888  to  Cartwright,  Wisconsin. 
They  finally  moved  to  Ellsworth,  Wisconsin,  in  1891  where  Wm.  M. 
Morton  died  on  October  10,  1898.  Mrs.  A.  A.  Morton  lived  with  her 
son,  Charles,  most  of  the  time  at  Ensv7<^rth;  hov/ever,  she  distributed 
her  time  fairly  v/ell  with  all  of  her  '•bildren.  Just  previous  to  her 
death  she  visited  her  brother,  Daniel,  in  California.  She  had  lived 
with  her  daughter,  Mae,  at  Malta,  Montana,  for  quite  awhile,  and  it 
was  there  she  passed  beyond.  It  seems  she  fell  off  the  back  porch 
of  the  house,  and  the  shock  and  injuries  were  too  much  for  her  at  her 
age.  She,  however,  maintained  her  fine  sense  of  humor  and  pleasant 
courage  right  to  the  end,  which  came  on  June  14,  1917.  Her  remains 
were  brought  to  Ellsworth  and  were  laid  to  rest  beside  her  husband’s. 
She  was  buried  from  St.  John’s  Episcopal  church  by  Rev.  Kiipack.

He  was  married 
near  Osage,  low’a,  September  4,  1878,  to  Alice  C.  Tubbs  of  Fort  At¬ 
kinson,  Iowa,  and  for  ten  years  they  farmed  in  Mitchell,  How^ard,  and 
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Wlnnesheik  counties.  In  1889  they  moved  to  Rolfe,  and  for  a  year 
he  €ng-ac:ed  in  the  general  merchandise  business  in  partnership  with 
his  brother-in-law.  He  then  went  into  business  for  himself,  and  for 
nearly  forty  years  he  engaged  in  merchandising  in  Rolfe,  Iowa,  where 
he  served  the  community  as  mayor,  councilman,  president  of  the 
board  of  education,  and  various  other  offices  of  responsibility  and 
trust.  A  charter  member  of  the  local  lodge,  Knights  of  Pythias,  for 
nearly  forty  years,  he  had  practiced  the  teachings  of  the  order 
according  to  the  convictions  of  the  old  school  of  Pythianism.  He  held 
niembership  in  the  Ancient  Order  of  United  Workmen  for  forty-three 
years,  and  was  selected  as  a  member  of  the  body  which  in  1912  reor¬ 
ganized  the  insurance  department  of  that  order  to  conform  with  mod¬ 
em  insurance  practice.  He  was  a  stockholder  in  the  Des  Moines 
Wholesale  Grocery  Co.,  and  that  concern  often  called  upon  him  for 
business  counsel  and  advice.  A  kindly  loving  husband  and  father, 
idolized  by  his  grandchldren,  loved  by  his  friends,  trusted  by  all  with 
whom  he  dealt,  admired  by  acquaintances,  and  respected  by  all — what 
better  words  can  be  said  of  any  man  ?  Mr.  Thomas  passed  away  Fri¬ 
day  morning,  November  4,  1927,  and  was  buried  from  the  Presby¬ 
terian  church  by  Dr.  J.  P.  Lester  and  in  Clinton-Garfield  cemetery  at 
Rolfe,  Iowa.

He  was  a  very  popular  editor  of  a  number  of  newspa¬ 
pers,  among  them  the  Bristol  Independent,  The  St.  Ansgar  Register 
(Mitchell  county,  Iowa,  in  1876),  and  a  paper  at  Fort  Atkinson.  He 
and  his  wife  were  presented  with  gold  medals  recently  at  Hibbing, 
Minn.,  where  they  number  amongst  the  oldest  residents  in  that  part 
of  Minnesota.  Possessing  the  characteristic  fine  sense  of  humor,  the 
sympathetic  natures,  and  wholehearted  loveliness,  they  will  never  be 
forgotten  by  those  who  know  them  as  Uncle  Will  and  Aunt  Ann.

Aranthus  Thomas  Morton,  known  as  “Rant,'’  was  bom  December 
15,  1862,  at  Monroe,  Wisconsin.  He  moved  with  his  family  to  Fort 
Atkinson  in  1865  and  Calmar  in  1868;  Sumner  and  Lawler  to  1880, 
all  in  Iowa.  They  lived  near  Parker,  South' Dakota,  from  1880  to 
1888.  He  married  Sarah  Clisby  about  1882.  To  this  union  were  born 
(A-1211)  Frederick  Aranthus,  bom  September  4,  1884;  (A-1212) 
Clare,  bom  December  13,  1886,  and  died  in  June,  1888.  Sadie  divorced 
him  about  this  time  and  took  her  son  with  her  to  Florida. 

He  married  Lena  Clow  (born  in  Uleborg,  Finland)  in  1390,  To 
this  union  were  bom  the  following  children:  (A-1213)  Walter,  born 
March  31,  1894;  (A-1214)  Doris  Mae,  born  December  6,  1895;

A.  T.  Morton  was  a  dealer  in  pumps  and  windmills,  insurance, 
and  manager  of  the  Opera  House  at  Parker,  South  Dakota.  He  was 
editor  of  The  Weekly  Nev/s  at  Essex,  Iowa,  and  manager  of  Hunt’s 
Opera  House  at  South  Omaha,  Nebraska,  about  June  16,  1888.  He 
was  associate  editor  of  the  Ellsworth  Eagle  in  about  1890  or  '95  and 
of  the  Ellsworth  Owl  (of  which  I  have  all  the  copies)  in  1900.  He, 
with  his  brother,  Guy,  were  in  the  painting  and  paper  hanging  busi¬ 
ness  for  awhile  at  Ellsworth.  He  also  conducted  a  band  there,  and 
I  have  heard  old-timers  recall  some  of  his  original  compositions  with 
admiration.  He  w'as  a  clever  writer,  speaker,  and  a  orilliant  thinker. 
It  is  too  bad  that  so  many  unfortunate  circumstances  should  inter¬ 
fere  with  what  might  have  been  a  brilliant  career.  I  have  most  of 
his  poems  and  wish  they  could  be  included  in  this  work,  as  they  cer¬ 
tainly  are  well  w'orth  reading.  We  lost  track  of  Uncle  Rant  about 
1905  to  about  1920,  when  we  found  the  family  settled  in  Denver, 
Colorado.  Most  of  them  will  be  found  thereabouts  at  present. 

A.  T.  Morton  died  very  suddenly  of  heart  failure  April  4,  1927, 
at  Edgewater,  Colorado,  and  is  buried  at  Golden,  Colorado.

In 
1903,  the  Pierce  County  Lumber  Co.  was  reorganized  by  J.  D.  Bron¬ 
son  and  some  Stillw'ater,  Minnesota,  people  into  the  Consolidated 
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Lumber  Co.,  of  which  C.  W.  Morton  was  elected  vice  president  and 
has  served  in  that  capacity  ever  since. 

He  married  Iva  Teressa  Huber  (bom  September  2,  1880,  at  Ells¬ 
worth,  Wisconsin)  on  November  25,  1902,  at  Ellsworth,  Wisconsin. 
They  lived  in  Ellsworth  until  September,  1918,  when  they  moved 
to  Stillwater,  Minnesota,  where  they  live  in  a  beautiful  home  at  811 
West  Pine  St. 

C.  W.  Morton  built  two  of  the  nicest  residences  in  East  Ellsworth, 
the  older  of  ■w'hich  he  did  almost  all  of  the  work  on  himself.  He  has

THE  R.  D.  MORTON  LINEAGE 

1881— ROY  DEWAYNE  MORTON  (A-127)  — 

Roy  Dewayne  Morton  was  bora  December  13,  1881,  at  Parker, 
South  Dakota.  He  moved  with  his  parents  to  Highmore  (Crystal 
Springs  Farm)  in  1883;  thence  to  Minneapolis,  Minnesota,  in  1838. 
and  to  Cartwright,  Wisconsin,  in  the  same  year,  and  finally  to  Ells¬ 
worth,  Wisconsin,  in  1891.  He  spent  his  early  manhood  at  Ellsworth 
and  finally  took  up  railroad  operating  with  Roy  Bennett,  a  boyhood 
pal.  He  was  married  to  Pauline  Markham  Sanderson  (F-11111130b2, 
born  July  2G,  1883,  at  Ellsworth,  Wisconsin)  on  November  16,  1904, 
at  Ellsworth,  Wisconsin.  They  were  the  first  couple  to  be  married 
in  St.  John’s  Episcopal  church  there,  which  was  built  by  her  father, 
Mark  M.  Sanderson.  They  lived  in  Ellsworth  until  February,  lOOoi 
when  they  moved  to  Bayfield,  Wisconsin,  where  he  wt.s  station  a^^ent 
on  the  North  Western  (then  Chicago,  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  and  (Oma¬ 
ha)  railroad.  In  May,  1913,  they  moved  back  to  Ellsv/orth  temporar¬ 
ily,  and  in  September,  1913,  they  moved  to  Mondovi,  Wisconsin,  where 
he  was  depot  agent  on  the  railroad.  He  joined  the  Ma.sonic  lodge 
while  at  Mondovi.  In  January,  1915,  they  moved  to  Ashland,  Wis¬ 
consin,  w'here  he  was  freight  agent.  In  February,  1916,  they  inoved 
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to  Fairchild,  Wisconsin,  and  finally  hack  to  Ellsworth  in  June,  1016. 
The  family  had  moved  from  house  to  house  twelve  times  in  the  first 
twelve  years  of  their  married  life.  Pauline  and  the  children  travelled 
on  a  pass  and  were  often  at  Ellsworth  visitingf,  no  matter  how  far 
away  they  lived.  However,  there  seemed  to  be  a  break  of  some  kind 
in  1916,  as  she  and  the  children  came  to  Ellsworth  and  lived  at  her 
father’s  home  until  in  191S  when  he  built  and  deeded  to  her  a  home, 
in  which  they  are  living  today.  Roy  went  West  from  Fairchild  in 
an  endeavor  to  find  some  kind  of  permanent  employment  whereby  he 
could  move  his  family  West.  Pie  started  at  harvesting  at  Golden 
Valley,  North  Dakota,  but  finally  went  back  to  railroading  drifted 
through  Montana  and  Alberta  and  Saskatchewan  in  Canada,  Idaho 
and  as  far  west  as  Spokane,  W’'ashington. 

Finally,  on  May  28,  1918,  he  enlisted  at  Sheriden,  Wyoming  in  the 
signal  corps,  U.  S.  Army.  On  May  29,  his  outht  arrived  at  Camp 
Logan,  Denver,  Colorado,  where  they  stayed  until  June  1st.  At  this 
time  they  picked  forty-tw^o  signal  corps  men  and  moved  them  to  Fort 
Leavenworth,  Kansas.  Here  they  were  trained,  and  at  this  time  R. 
D.  had  an  operation  on  his  hand.  He  w’as  assigned  to  Co.  G.  of  the 
4th  depot  Battalion,  and  at  noon  on  July  9th,  a  special  train  of 
twenty  coaches  conveyed  them  through  Illinois,  Indiana,  Michigan, 
into  Canada,  and  passed  Niagra  F'alls,  down  the  ease  shore  of  Hud¬ 
son  river  to  New  York  and  finally  Camp  Upton.  At  Niagra  Falls 
Roy  D.  met  Roy  Bennett.  Pie  w'as  the  captain  in  charge  of  the  train 
and  an  officer  of  Co.  G  of  the  5th;  so  from  then  on  they  w'ere  con¬ 
stantly  together.  They  embarked  on  the  S.  S.  Themistocles  at  pier 
57  on  July  15.  Just  before  arriving  at  England,  they  had  a  very 
lively  encounter  with  a  German  submarine,  full  details  of  which  may 
be  found  in  “Experiences  of  a  Private  in  U.  S.  Signal  Corps.”  Land¬ 
ed  at  Liverpool,  England,  on  July  30,  1918,  and  on  August  2,  1918, 
at  La  Havre,  France.  Pie  saw  active  service  at  the  front  and  left 
his  company  just  a  few  days  before  Capt.  Roy  Bennett  was  killed  in 
action  and  took  up  his  duties  at  Tours  as  an  expert  telegrapher.  His 
health  finally  broke,  and  he  was  hospitalized  at  St.  Nazierre,  France, 
from  which  he  sailed  December  10,  1918,  and  arrived  at  New^port 
News,  Virginia,  U.  S.  A.,  on  December  22,  1918,  a  very  sick  man.  He 
was  sent  to  Camp  Grant,  Illinois,  January  4,  1919,  and  finally  after 
being  honorably  discharged  from  the  service  arrived  home  in  Ells¬ 
worth  on  the  evening  of  January  19,  1919,  a  very  sick  and  w^eak  man. 
The  dramatic  scene  of  the  return  of  our  dad  will  burn  lividly  for¬ 
ever  in  our  memories. 

W’hen  he  first  came  home  he  was  unable  to  do  any  kind  of  work 
on  account  of  his  w'eakness.  In  the  summer  of  1919,  however,  he 
tried  to  w'ork  in  the  Consolidated  Lumber  yard  handling  lumber  and 
cement,  but  it  was  too  much  for  him,  and  he  went  down  again  phys¬ 
ically.  He  finally  secured  a  position  as  clerk  in  the  railroad  depot  in 
March,  1920.  It  was  in  this  same  depot  building  he  had  learned  his 
ABC’s  of  railroading  just  twenty  years  before.  During  October,  No¬ 
vember,  and  December,  1920,  the  government  sent  him  to  St.  Mary’s 
hospital  at  Milwaukee,  after  which  he  worked  at  the  depot  again  until 
September,  1921,  wffien  he  started  government  vocational  training  in 
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traffic  management  in  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis.  The  government 
dropped  his  case  in  January,  1922 — he  was  home  sick  at  the  time.  It 
certainly  was  discouraging,  but  he  never  gave  up  and  w'ent  right 
back  to  w'ork  at  the  depot  in  February,  1922,  and  worked  there  until 
1028  when  he  stopped  railroading  for  good.  During  this  time  he 
Hpcnt  much  time  in  government  hospitalization  at  Fort  Snelling,  Min- 
ne.sota;  also  a  part  of  this  time  at  relief  agent  to  Osseo,  Merrillan, 
and  Marshfield,  Wisconsin.  Since  June,  1929,  he  has  been  acting  as 
deputy  clerk  of  court  of  Pierce  county  at  Ellsworth.  He  is  a  very 
active  American  Legion  member,  having  been  commander,  adjutant 
a  number  of  times,  and  now  service  officer  and  historian.

THE  SANDERSON  GENEALOGY 

For  the  following  information  I  am  indebted  to  Mark  M.  Sander¬ 
son;  also  to  Claude  Davis. 

1617— ROBERT  SANDERSON  (F-1)— 1696 

Robert  Sanderson  came  from  Norfolk  county,  England  in  1637. 
In  1638  he  went  to  Hampton,  New  Hampshire,  where  he  remained 
nntil  1642,  when  he  removed  to  Watertown,  Massachusetts,  and  in 
1652  to  Boston,  w'here  he  died  October  7,  1696.  When  he  came  from 
England  he  was  accompanied  by  his  wife,  Lydia.  She  died,  and  he 
niarried  about  1640  as  his  second  wife,  Mary,  widow  of  John  Cross, 
who  with  her  husband.  Cross,  came  over  on  the  same  ship  with  Rob¬ 
ert  from  England.  Robert  had  also  a  third  wife,  mentioned  in  his 
will.  By  trade  a  silversmith  and  with  John  Hull,  known  as  “Master 
of  Ye  Mint,”  made  the  famous  Pine  Tree  Shillings.  (When  his  sec¬ 
ond  daughter  married,  he  gave  as  her  wedding  portion  sufScient  sil¬ 
ver  to  balance  her  weight.)  From  Robert  we  trace  our  Whateley 
(Massachusetts)  Sandersons;  among  his  seven  children,  we  follow 
William,  by  his  second  wife. 

1641— WILLIAM  SANDERSON  (F-11)  — ( - ) 

'William  Sanderson,  son  of  Robert,  was  born  at  Hampton,  New 

Hampshire,  in  1641;  he  married  Sarah - at  Watertown  December 

IS.  1666.  They  moved  from  Watertown  after  the  birth  of  their  seven 
children  to  Groton,  but  owing  to  Indian  troubles  they  returned  to 
Watertown.  Among  his  children  w^as  Joseph. 

1680— JOSEPH  SANDERSON  (F-111)  — ( - ) 

Joseph  Sanderson,  son  of  William,  was  born  in  Watertown,  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  August  28,  1680.  He  removed  to  Groton  with  his  father 
snd  had  by  his  wife,  Bertha  Kemp,  a  son,  Joseph  Jr. 

1714— JOSEPH  SANDERSON  JR.  (F-1111)— 1772 

Joseph  Sanderson  wns  born  at  Groton,  Massachusetts,  August  30, 
I ‘14.  He  married  in  1743  Ruth,  daughter  of  Isaac  Parker  (J-184) 
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and  sister  of  Abraham  Parker,  who  had  settled  in  Whately,  ^lassa- 
chusetts.  Joseph  moved  to  Vvhately  in  1752  with  eight  children.  He 
built  a  log  cabin  near  Abraham  Parker’s,  perhaps  on  land  of  A.  P.’s 
about  25  rods  of  Parker’s  house.  After  the  times  were  less  trouble¬ 
some,  he  built  on  his  own  land,  where  the  old  Sanderson  house  was 
burned  sometime  about  1880,  where  his  great,  great  grandson.  Thom¬ 
as  Sanderson,  v/as  living.  In  his  will  Joseph  mentions  ten  of  his 
twelve  children  who  w’ere  married  and  had  families.  From  Joseph 
have  descended  betw^een  1,200  and  1,500  grand,  great,  and  great 
great  grandchildren.  Joseph  died  at  Whately  March  20,  1772,  at  the 
age  of  58,  and  his  wife  died  December  8,  1780,  at  64  years  of  age. 

1757— ISAAC  SANDERSON  (F-11111)— 1849 

Isaac  Sanderson,  son  of  Joseph,  Jr.,  was  bom  in  Whately,  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  October  9,  1757.  He  married  Submit  Montague  (H-16736) 
July  11,1781.  She  v/as  born  May  5,  1762,  and  died  January  18,  1793. 
Isaac  then  married  Mercy  Allen,  by  whom  he  had  eight  children.  By 
Submit  he  had  the  following  children:  (F-111111)  Stephen,  bom  Jan¬ 
uary  18,  1782;  (F-111112)  Diadema,  bom  January  26,  1784,  and  died 
November  14,  1813,  unmarried;  (F-111113)  Obid,  bom  April  30,  1786, 
died  January  4,  1808;  (F-111114)  Tryphena,  bom  September  14,  1788; 
(F-111115)  Alpheus,  born  December  8,  1790,  died  December  18,  1807; 
(F-111116)  infant,  born  and  died  on  January  18,  1793.

Stephen  Sanderson,  oldest  son  of  Isaac  and  Submit  (Montague) 
Sanderson,  was  born  January  18,  1782,  at  Whately,  Massachusetts, 
married  Polixana  (Z-1111631),  daughter  of  David  and  Clarissa  (Dic¬ 
kinson)  Childs  of  Conway,  Massachusetts,  on  August  29,  1806.  She 
was  born  January  2,  1785,  and  died  March  29,  1847.  Stephen  died  at 
Conway  on  May  31,  1823.  Their  children  were  (F-1111111)  Edward 
Childs,  born  April  18,  1807;  (F-1111112)  Alpheus,  born  Febmary  13, 
1809;  (F-1111113)  Richard  Montague,  born  January  3,  1811:  (F- 
1111114)  Charles,  born  April  4,  1813;  (F-1111115)  Austin,  born  March 
28,  1815;  (F-1111116)  Diadema,  born  August  24,  1817;  (F-1111117) 
Tr3^hena,  born  August  11,  1829;  (A-llllllS)  Mary  bom  October  6, 
1821,  died  March  IS,  1894. 

1809— ALPHEUS  SANDERSON  (F-1111112)— 1890 

Alpheus  Sanderson  was  born  February  13,  1809,  at  Conway,  Mas¬ 
sachusetts.  He  married  Sallie  Clauson  W^hite  (1-18)  on  August  19, 
1830,  at  Ithaca,  New  York.  She  was  a  daughter  of  Amos  Gates  White 
(I-l)  and  Abigail  (Marvin  (G-11122811711)  White  of  Southport,  N.  Y. 
She  was  bora  October  2,  1814,  at  Southport  and  died  at  Ellsworth, 
Wisconsin,  on  December  4,  1886.  He  died  at  Ellsworth  on  February 
22,  1890.  They  had  the  following  children:  (F-11111121)  Mary  Eliz¬ 
abeth,  born  June  15,  1831;  (F-llilll22)  Charles  Monsieur,  bom  Jan¬

Dablow,  died  Decem¬ 
ber  31,  1919;  (F-11111129)  Austin  Alanson,  born  January  4,  1848,  now 
living  in  San  Francisco,  California;  (F-11111120a)  Frank  Childs,  born 
August  6,  1850,  died  April,  1889;  (F-11111120b)  Mark  Mantor,  born 
April  11,  1854,  married  Anna  Marie  Schumaker  November  6,  1879, 
they  are  living  at  Ellsworth,  Wisconsin;  (F-11111120c)  Freddie  Al- 
pheus,  bom  November  12,  1856,  and  died  in  1856. 

1854— MARK  MANTOR  SANDERSON  (F-11111120b)— 

Mark  Mantor  Sanderson,  eleventh  child  of  Alpheus  and  Sally 
Clauson  (White)  Sanderson,  was  born  A.pril  11,  1854,  at  11  o’clock  at 
Tioga,  Pennsylvania.  Ke  weighed  11  pounds  at  birth  He  moved  with 
his  parents  to  Minnesota  in  1858  (before  it  became  a  state)  landing 
at  Lake  City.  His  father  entered  a  homestead  near  Weils  Creek,  but 
shortly  after  moved  his  family  to  Red  Wing,  Minnesota,  where  Mark 
spent  his  boyhood  days  on  the  Mississippi.  In  1868,  he  obtained  em¬ 
ployment  by  E.  L.  Davis  as  clerk  in  a  store  and  postoffice  at  Ells¬ 
worth,  Wisconsin.  In  1874  he  went  to  Graham  Prairie,  Illinois,  tak¬ 
ing  charge  of  a  variety  store  and  remained  there  one  year,  after 
which  he  was  employed  by  N.  B.  Harwood  &  Co.,  wholesale  dry 
goods  and  notions,  in  St.  Paul,  Minnesota.  Through  the  urgent  re¬ 
quest  of  E.  L.  Davis,  his  former  employer,  he  returned  to  Elisworth, 
working  for  Mr.  Davis  for  a  period  of  eight  years.  He  served  as 
town  treasurer  two  terms  and  was  elected  register  of  deeds  of  Pierce 
county  for  two  terms,  being  the  only  Democrat  ever  elected  to  a 
county  office  in  Pierce  county  during  a  Presidential  election.  He  was 
nominated  for  state  senator  on  the  Democratic  ticket,  but  of  course 
was  defeated.  He  received  a  large  vote,  but  insufficient  to  overcome 
the  overwhelmingly  large  Republican  majority  in  this  district.  In 
1878  he  was  engaged  in  a  general  merchandise  business  with  Frank 
D.  Campbell.  Dissolved  this  partnership  to  enter  upon  duties  as  reg¬ 
ister  of  deeds.  He  made  two  trips  to  Mexico,  and  with  his  wife  a 
tour  of  the  western  U.  S.  and  Canada  after  1900.  In  the  last  of 
July,  1915,  he  was  appointed  postmaster  at  Ellsworth,  Wisconsin,  in 
which  capacity  he  served  the  community  satisfactorily  eight  years. 

While  clerking  in  the  store  in  1878,  he  met  Anna  Schumaker 
(K-12).  They,  in  company  with  two  other  couples — George  Krauss 
and  Katie  Schwartzstrauber  and  Henry  and  :\Iary  Huber — drove  to 
Baldwin,  Wisconsin,  and  were  married  in  a  triple  wedding  ceremony 
on  November  6,  1879.  They  gained  nation-wide  fame  and  publicity 
when  on  November  6,  1929,  these  three  couples  celebrated  the  golden 
anniversary  of  their  triple  w'edding — all  of  them  hale  and  hearty.  The 
whole  towm  took  a  day  off  to  honor  and  banquet  these,  their  beloved 
citizens.  It  w’as  Mark  Sanderson  wffio  made  one  of  the  outstanding 
addresses  of  the  day — an  address  wffiich  we  will  all  remember,  full  of 
humor  and  sound  philosophy.  Front-page  wmiteups  in  most  of  the 
leading  newspapers  of  the  U.  S.  at  that  time  carried  a  complete  ac¬ 
count  of  the  incident. 
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When  Mark  was  married  he  built  a  brick  house  and  bam  on  land 
he  had  acquired  in  Ellsworth.  From  1900  to  1913  he  labored  building 
the  stone  church  across  from  their  home.  Unquestionably  one  of  the 
most  beautiful  and  spectacular  structures  of  its  kind  in  this  country 
is  St.  John’s  Episcopal  church  at  Ellsworth,  Wisconsin.  The  church 
is  built  of  almost  every  conceivable  kind  of  stone,  most  of  which  he 
dressed  himself.  The  parishioners  of  the  community  all  aided  him  in 
the  project.  In  this  church,  we  find  many  unique  characteristics 
which  have  received  publicity,  far  and  wide.  From  1920  to  1923 
Mark,  at  65  years  of  age,  split  and  dressed  enough  rock  to  build 
a  beautiful  little  stone  house  across  from  the  above-mentioned 
church.  In  1918  he  built  a  house  a  short  distance  from  his 
own  home  and  deeded  it  to  his  daughter,  Mrs.  Pauline  Morton. 
About  1924  he  built  a  stone  memorial  monument  on  the  grave  of 
Anthony  Huddleston,  first  settler  at  Ellsworth,  who  went  there  in 
1854  and  lived  to  be  102  years  old.  Ho  ctoyed  vitb  “Mark  and  Mary” 
a  good  deal  and  was  known  to  them  at  Uncle  “Hud.” 

Mark  Sanderson  is  one  of  those  good  old  Democrats  “from  the 
cradle  to  the  grave,”  as  he  understands  the  principle  of  Democracy. 
He  is  an  Episcopalian  by  conviction  and  early  training.  He  has  been 
a  Mason,  an  Odd  Fellow,  and  a  member  of  Knights  of  Pythias;  but 
is  not  active  in  any  of  them  at  present.  He  is  a  man  of  the  finest 
sense  of  humor,  the  most  sympathetic  nature,  and  the  most  learned 
personality  I  have  ever  met. 

In  April,  1930,  at  the  age  of  76,  Mark  was  elected  to  the  office 
of  village  clerk  of  Ellsworth,  in  which  capacity  he  is  now  serving.

F-11111120bl  Paul  Bernard  Sanderson  was  born  July  18,  1880,  at 
Ellsworth,  Wisconsin.  He  spent  his  youth  there,  and  as  a  young  man 
migrated  with  his  father  to  the  Rainy  River  region,  settling  first  at 
Warroad,  Minnesota.  He  was  a  cigar-maker  in  Beaudette,  Minne¬ 
sota  for  years  until  around  1920,  after  which  he  was  made  postmas¬ 
ter  there,  in  which  capacity  he  is  serving  at  present.  Paul  never 
married  and  is  known  as  “Doc.” 

F-11111120b2  Pauline  Markham  Sanderson  was  born  July  26,  1883, 
at  Ellsworth,  Wisconsin.  She  married  Roy  Dewayne  Morton  (A-127) 
on  November  16,  1904,  at  Ellsworth.  Wisconsin,  in  St.  John’s  Epis¬ 
copal  church,  built  by  her  father.  They  were  the  first  couple  to  be 
married  in  this  church.  The  following  children  were  born  to  this 
union:  William  Markham,  born  Nov’ember  24,  1905;  Bernard  Mon¬ 
tague,  bom  June  29,  1907;  Carvel  White,  born  April  9,  1910;  Pauline

F-11111120b3  Alpheus  Montague  Sanderson  was  born  February 
13,  1894,  at  Ellsworth.  Wisconsin.  He  graduated  from  Ellsworth 
high  school  May  31,  1912,  and  from  the  River  Falls  state  normal 
school  in  June,  1916.  He  won  a  letter  in  forensics  there  as  president 
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of  State  Inter-Normal  Oratorical  association  in  1916.  Attended  Inter- 
State  contest  at  Springfield.  Missouri,  in  May,  1916,  as  a  delegate 
to  their  business  session  from  Wisconsin.  Served  as  assistant  post¬ 
master  at  Ellsworth  from  September,  1916,  to  August  5,  1921.  Mar¬ 
ried  Lillian  Mabel  Johnson  (who  was  born  in  El  Paso,  Wisconsin,  on 
November  3,  1894,  of  Norwegian  extraction)  at  that  time.  He  taught 
school  as  principal  of  the  Uxbridge  consolidated  school,  Wimbledon, 
North  Dakota,  from  September  1,  1921,  to  June  1,  1923.  Served  as 
lay  reader  in  May,  1922,  in  All  Saints  Episcopal  church  at  Valley 
City,  North  Dakota.  He  was  principal  of  Roosevelt  consolidated 
school  from  September  1,  1923,  to  May  31,  1924,  at  Roosevelt,  Minne¬ 
sota.  He  served  on  the  Border  Patrol  (customs  service)  at  Beau- 
dette,  Minnesota,  from  June  1  to  November  30,  1924.  He  was  made 
deputy  collector  and  inspector  of  customs  at  Warroad,  Minnesota, 
from  February  5,  1925,  and  is  serving  in  that  capacity  at  present. 

He  was  raised  to  Master  Mason  in  Hancock  No.  229  at  Ellsworth 
on  October  9,  1917;  Exalted  in  River  Falls  chapter  No.  45  on  July  12, 
1920;  Knighted  in  the  St.  Croix  Commandery  at  Hudson,  Wisconsin, 
on  October  26,  1920;  Scottish  Rite  in  Milwaukee  April  28,  1921;  and 
on  April  29,  1921  Ancient  Arabic  Order  Nobles  Mystic  Shrine.

He  graduated  from  the  Ellsworth  high 
school  in  1917,  having  starred  in  basketball  and  track  at  that  institu¬ 
tion.  He  enlisted  in  the  U.  S.  Navy  February  20,  1918,  and  was 
called  April  9th.  He  was  at  Great  Lakes  Naval  Training  station 
until  May  6th,  when  he  went  to  Hampton  Roads  Naval  Operating 
base  until  May  30.  On  that  day  he  was  transferred  to  the  U.  S.  S. 
Oklahoma  until  August  6th — a  period  of  nine  weeks  during  which 
time  he  never  w’ent  ashore.  On  August  6th,  he  was  transferred  to 
the  U.  S.  S.  Mississippi  and  on  January  15,  1919,  to  the  U.  S.  S.  Re¬ 
ceiving  ship  Brooklyn  until  January  18th.

He  married  Irene  Mabel  Flanders  on  June  21,  1922,  in  St.  John’s 
Episcopal  church  at  Ellsworth.  She  was  born  at  Ellsw'orth  March 
28,  1897,  and  graduated  from  high  school  there.  They  are  now  living 
at  415  Dakota  St.,  Red  Wing,  Minnesota,  Children  born  to  this  union
